A meeting of the London Insurance Committee was held on

a ble to the committee in respect of medical benefit with 
a ar to corresponding deductions being made from the 

muneration of two practitioners who had been found, during 
re first quarter of 1931, to have prescribed excessively to 
the extent indicated by the amounts. The practitioners had 
been afforded an opportunity of making representations to the 
Ministry, and one of them had done so. 

Grave Negligence.—In one of the cases reported by the 
Medical Service Subcommittee, in which an elderly practitioner 
had failed to visit a patient seriously ill, and who subse- 
uently died, the subcommittee stated that the extent of the 
practitioner's neglect could not be satisfactorily expressed in 
terms of money to be deducted from his remuneration, and 
having observed his bearing when he attended before the 
subcommittee, and considered carefully his apparent lack of 
an adequate sense of responsibility towards his patients, it 
seemed that the matter was one in which the most. serious 
action must be taken—namely, a representation to the 
Minister. that the continuance of the practitioner on the 
Medical List would be prejudicial to the efficiency of the 
medical service of the insured. The subcommittee added that 
it was only fair to say that the practitioner's advancing 
years and his state of health appeared definitely to con- 
tribute to the negligence which he displayed ; but it was 
felt that the maintenance of an efficient medical service for 
the insured, and not sympathy for the practitioner, must 
be the dominating consideration in deciding what action the 
committee should take. It is understood that the practi- 
tioner has since resigned from the panel. 


LONDON PANEL COMMITTEE 

A meeting of the London Panel Committee was held on May 
Mth under the chairmanship of Dr. H. J. Carpare. Dr. S. 
Caplan was appointed a member of the committce to repre- 
sent Fulham, and Dr. T. C. Scott Webb and Dr. W. 
Remington to represent Woolwich. The resignation of Dr. 
E. Stungo, representing Southwark, on his leaving that 
borough, was accepted with much regret. 

Complaint against Approved Society —A complaint was 
received from a practitioner that the approved society of 
which one of his patients was a member had acquainted her 
with the fact that he had referred her to the regional medical 
oficer. The complaint was forwarded to the Insurance Acts 
Committee, and to Sir Walter Kinnear of the Ministry of 
Health. 

Injection Treatment of Varicose Veins.—The Local Medical 
Committee received a report conveying the decision of referees 
appointed to consider the question whether the treatment of 
varicose veins by intravenous injection of a sclerosing solution 
was within the range of medical service according to Article 43 
of the Regulations. The inquiry and the referees’ decision 
were reported in the Supplement for May 21st (p. 249). 


DANGEROUS DRUGS ACTS: WITHDRAWAL OF 
AUTHORITY 
The Home Secretary gives notice that he has withdrawn 
from Michael James McNiff, M.B., B.Ch., of Mantilla Road, 
Tooting, S.W., the authority granted by the Regulations made 
under the Dangerous Drugs Act, 1920, to duly qualified 
medical practitioners to be in possession of and to supply raw 
opium, coca leaves, and Indian hemp, and the drugs and 
Preparations to which Part III of the Act applies, and has 
also directed that it shall not be lawful for Dr. McNiff to give 
Prescriptions for the purposes of the Dangerous Drugs (Con- 
solidation) Regulations, 1928. Any person supplying Dr. 
McNiff with raw opium, coca leaves, or Indian hemp, or any 
of the drugs or preparations to which Part III of the Act 
applies, or supplying the drugs on a prescription signed by 


im, will be committing an offence against the Acts.

SUMMER SESSION 


(Concluded from p. 273) 
DISCIPLINARY INQUIRIES 


MISDEMEANOURS 
The Council considered three cases in which judgement had 
been postponed from previous sessions. These all related 
to convictions for misdemeanours—namely, intoxication 
while in charge of a motor vehicle. The practitioners were 
James Gordon Bell, M.C., registered as of Barrow Road, 
Bristol ; Alan Gray, registered as of Moston Lane, Blackley, 
Manchester ; and George Francis Donaldson Perrott, regis- 
tered as of Belsize Road, Uxbridge. The facts were set cut 
as to Dr. Bell and Dr. Perrott in the Supplement of June 
13th, 1931 (pp. 239 and 241), and as to Dr. Gray in the 
Supplement of December 12th, 1931 (p. 318). In all three 
cases the respondents produced testimonials as to their 
conduct in the interval. The Council did not see fit to 
direct the Registrar to erase their names. 

James Francis Patrick Devlin, registered as of Lees Road, 
Oldham, appeared before the Council on the charge that in 
1924 he had been convicted at Manchester City police court 
of being drunk on a public highway, and on December 14th, 
1931, at the same court, of being in charge of a motor car 
on a public road while under the influence of drink, when he 
was fined £15. Dr. Devlin addressed the Council on his own. 
behalf, and gave an explanation of the occurrences. The 
President, addressing him, 


‘““The Council has taken note of these two convictions of 
yours, which are not creditable, but, in view of the testimony 
which has been submitted, and in the hope that your conduct 
in the future will be such as will never bring you here again, 
it has decided not to direct the Registrar to erase your 


‘name from the Register.’ 


The Council considered the case of Frederick Percy Richard 
Gover, registered as care of Gover and Co., Bush Lane, E.C., 
who was summoned on the charge that in March last he was 
convicted at the Mansion House court of driving a motor car 
while under the influence of drink, and was fined £100 and 
three guineas costs, and his licence suspended for three years. 

Evidence was given by the police sergeant who had charged 
Dr. Gover that Budge Row, where the offence took place, 
was a very narrow thoroughfare, and that he found a crowd 
collected around Dr. Gover’s car, which had been driven on 
to the pavement. Dr. Gover was perfectly civil, quiet, and 
orderly. 

Mr. Frampton, on behalf of Dr. Gover, expressed his pro- 
found regret that an undertaking which, more than ten years 
ago, Dr. Gover gave to the Council after a similar incident 
shouid have been broken. Dr. Gover had never been under 
the influence of drink when attending his patients. On this 
occasion, suffering from colitis, he had taken some doses of 
gin with lemon to relieve the pain just before the event took 


place which led to the conviction. Since 1914 he had practised” 
in a poor district over the eastern border of London, where ~ 
he was much esteemed. Testimony to character was ‘given , 


by a minister of religion, a fellow practitioner, and a local 
dentist. 

The Council postponed judgement until the May session of 
next year, at which time Dr. Gover would be asked to furnish 
testimonials as to his conduct in the interval. 


FELONY 
The Council considered the case of Mrs. Rona Lockhart 
Wotherspoon, registered as of Barrhead, Renfrewshire, who 
was indicted in November last, in the High Court of 


Judiciary, Glasgow, of having on two occasions used an ~ 


instrument in the body of a pregnant woman, and thus 
attempting to procure abortion, and of having used an instru- 
ment in the body of a pregnant woman with intent to procure 
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abortion, in consequence of which the said woman died ; in 
respect of which she was found guilty as libelled under the 
first charge, and in terms of her own confession guilty of an 
attempt to procure abortion under the second charge, and 
was sentenced to nine months’ imprisonment. The circum- 
stances of the case as revealed at the trial were set out in the 
Journal of December 5th, 1931 (p. 1066). Dr. Wotherspoon, 
who was still in prison, was not present. The certificate of 
the convictions was handed in, and the Council’s solicitor 
read a newspaper report of the case. The Council found that, 
she having been proved to have been convicted of the crime 
alleged against her, the name of Rona Lockhart Wotherspoon 
should be erased from the Medical Register. 


ALLEGED WRONGFUL CERTIFICATION 

The Council considered the case of Thomas Turnbull 
Tiplady, registered as of Rye Hill, Newcastle-on-Tyne, against 
whom it was alleged that on three occasions he had furnished 
certificates to the Ministry of Pensions relative to a claim by 
an ex-soldier to war pension in which he had given a mis- 
leading and unreliable history of the post-war health of the 
person in question. It was said that on being questioned by 
the Ministry of Pensions—the complainant in the case—Dr. 
Tiplady alleged first that the certificates were based on his 
records, secondly, that he had no record of the case, and 
thirdly, that he had based them on the patient’s card, which 
he had returned to the Insurance Committee, although no 
trace of the records could be found, and the patient had 
ceased to be insured ten yeags ago. The Ministry was repre- 
sented by Mr. Glover, who read a statement setting out the 
attitude of the Ministry in regard to these cases, and briefly 
outlined the events recorded in the dcecuments. 

Dr. Tiplady, testifying on his own behalf, declared that the 
certificates he gave were correct to the best of his knowledge, 
and that he had not intentionally misled the Ministry in 
stating that the certificates were based on records. He had 
assisted his father, and after his father’s death a number of 
records had been lost. When he had written saying that he 
had now no records, it was true. 

Mr. Davis, solicitor, on behalf of Dr. Tiplady, submitted 
that any certificate which a doctor honestly believed to be 
accurate was not an improper but a proper certificate. There 
was no reason why Dr. Tiplady should do anything that was 
misleading ; he had known the man for a number of years, 
and was attending him freely. At the time he did, in fact, 
have a record of the man, but it was destroyed by a secretary 
after his father’s death. It was true that in replying to one 
letter he had made a mistake in saying that it was a national 
health insurance case, but he wrote immediately admitting 
that a mistake had been made, the patient having been mixed 
up with another of the same name. Dr. Tiplady expressed 
deep regret if he had, unintentionally, written anything which 
was misleading. 

The Council found that the allegations against Dr. Tiplady 
had not been proved to its satisfaction, and declared the case 
closed. The Ministry of Pensions was thanked for the fair 
way in which the case had been presented. 


DenTAL Cases 
The Council considered three cases on reports from the 
Dental Board, and in each case decided that the name of the 
practitioner should be erased from the Dentists Register. 
The three persons concerned were: 


Frank Cecil Earle, registered as of Glencoe Street, Hull, against 
whom it was charged that on a dental letter issued by a friendly 
society for a patient of his, he certified or caused to be certified 
that he had completed the dental treatment, and signed without 
his authority the patient’s name certifving that the dental treat- 
ment was completed, whereas he had not completed it, and thereby 
attempted to obtain payment of the approved society’s grant under 
false pretences ; also that he had permitted a person not on the 
Dentists Register to practise in his name or in partnership or as 
his assistant. 

Archibald MacNab Robertson, registered as of Rosefield Avenue, 
Portobello, against whom it was charged that on a dental letter 
issued by an approved society he estimated and received payment 
for an upper denture for a member of the society, whereas in fact 
he had not made this or any upper denture for him, and had made 
other misleading statements in the same letter. 

William Patrick Donnelly, registered as of Templemore Avenue, 
Belfast, against whom it was charged that he had been convicted 
at the Belfast petty sessions of knowingly making a false repre- 
sentation in a dental letter. 


Preventive Medicine and the Curriculum 

The PrestpENtT submitted a joint final report of 
Education and Examination Committees arising oyt 
the recommendations made by the Society of Meg 
Officers of Health on the place of preventive Medici 
in the curriculum. The recommendations had 7 
forwarded to the licensing bodies with a request for they 
observations, and replies had been received from jj P 
them, except Liverpool University. With five ex 
tions (the Universities of Oxford, Cambridge, and Lon 2 
and the Conjoint Boards of England and Ireland) al] the 
bodies appeared now to demand a separate examination 
in public health and preventive medicine. The epi 
indicated a distinct opinion against any suggestion for 
making the regulations for admission to this examinatig, 
more comprehensive or standardized, but there ap 
to be general approval of the recommendation thy 
teachers in the various subjects should co-operate in th 
teaching of preventive medicine. A number of the replig 
stated that questions upon the preventive aspects g 
medicine were from time to time included in the fing 
examination. The inspectors of the final examinatiog 
had been requested to report particularly upon this 
matter, and further information would therefore be ayaj. 
able at a later date. In a large number of centres th 
local medical officer of health was taking part in th 
training of students, and in almost all cases visits ty 
institutions of public health interest were arranged. Ther 
was some difference of opinion among the bodies as ty 
the number of lectures which should be taken in a courg 


in hygiene and public health which dealt more particularly 
with the prevention of disease in the community. The 
University of London and the Conjoint Board did-no¢ 
approve any extension of the teaching by specialists in 
preventive medicine, basing their opposition chiefly upo 
the view that the interests of medical education were bes 
served by the teachers in each of the clinical subject 
co-operating in the training of students in the methods o 
prevention. 

The Joint Committee felt that the Council would be in 
a better position to decide to what extent the recom 
mendations were being put into practice, what were their 
effects, and whether it was advisable or not to make 
any further recommendations concerning hygiene, public 
health, and preventive medicine, when the inspection o 
the final examinations had been completed. ‘ 

The report on the completion of the final examination 
is expected at the November session of the Council. The 
final examinations held by the licensing bodies in mid 
wifery have all been inspected ; in the case of surgery, 
Birmingham alone remains to be inspected, and in the 
case of medicine, Durham. 


Pusiic HEALTH DIPLoMAS 

Sir JoHN Moore reported that the Public Health Com 
mittee had been in correspondence with certain Dominica 
universities with regard to the inability of the General 
Medical Council, under the provisions of the Medical Act, 
1886, to recognize diplomas in public health granted ia 
the Dominions. The committee had resolved that m 
view of the differences in sanitary law and administre 
tion, and in the social conditions under which the public 
health services are performed in this country as compared 
with the Dominions, the Council would hesitate to recom 
mend the inclusion in any medical Bill in the British 
Parliament of a proposal for the registration in the Medical 
Register of diplomas in public health granted by tht 
South African universities. 

The resolution was endorsed by the Council. 


DentaL EpucaTIon AND EXAMINATION 

The Dental Education and Examination Committee 
presented a report, in which it announced that it hadi 
preparation a comparative table showing the requift 
ments of the licensing bodies under their regulations 
regard to the subjects in their curriculum and the hous 
spent upon them. It was also reported that the com 
mittee had received from the Dental Education Advisoy 
Committee—a body consisting of the deans of dem 
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schools in England—a communication suggesting that the 
nomenclature of some of the subjects in the curriculum 
might be reconsidered and more suitable terms adopted. 
It was submitted that terms such as “‘ dental anatomy ”’ 
"4 “dental materia medica ’’ should be discarded, as 
they made the student consider that these studies were 
divorced from ordinary anatomy or materia medica, and 
that some terms such as “‘ anatomy of the teeth and 
associated parts,” and ‘‘ materia medica as applied to 
dental surgery ’” should be adopted. The committee 
roposed to bear these suggestions in mind when the 


recommendations were under consideration. 


FINANCE AND OTHER BUSINESS 

Mr. H. L. Eason, who was elected a treasurer of the 
Council in place of Sir Holburt Waring, reported that the
